Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5, 7-8, 14-15, 17-18, and 24-41 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention generally discloses an automated securities order execution system includes 
order entering means for a client to enter an order and at least one filtering means for 
determining whether the order can be automatically executed. However, the prior arts 
of record fail to teach, singly or in combination, automated securities order execution 
system, comprising: order entering means for a client to enter an order; at least one 
filtering means for determining whether the order can be automatically executed; routing 
means for routing the order to a destination based upon the determination made by 
each of said at least one filtering means; executing means for automatically executing 
the order, whereby, if the order cannot be automatically executed, said routing means 
sends the order to a trader for manual execution; and reporting means for reporting the 
result of the order execution to the client.
